ELEVEN STATES ARE LISTED AS 


HAVING LOST IN POPULATION; 


NATION GAINS FIVE MILLIONS 


. WASHINGTON, May 11.—W— 
A statistical picture of America's 
population shifts was presented 
today by the census bureau, which 
estimated that while many states 
have made gains in the past five 
year, 11 have fewer residents than 
in 1930. 
From 1930 to 1935, the popula- 


tion of the country gained from 
122,775,046 to an estimated 127,- 
521,000 or nearly 5,000,080. 
These figures for the 
whole 


country, published some time ago, 
were broken down today by the 
census bureau to show figures 
for Individual states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 
The District of Columbia led 


all states in percentage gain dur- 
ing the period, which saw an In- 
crease in the number of govern- 
ment workers. The district's pop- 
ulation for 1935 was estimated at 


594,000, a gain of 107,131 since 
1930, 
or 22 per cent. 


"New 
York, with 12,889,000 per- 


sons as compared to 12,588,066 in 
1930, 
remained the nation's larg- 
est state. Pennsylvania was sec- 
ond with 10,966,000 as compared 
with 9,631,000 and Illinois third 
with 7,817,000 as compared to 7,- 
630,000.'"

Acute pain de- 
velopes in the region of the sur- 
face bitten, spreading 
to 
other 


parts of the body. There is a 
general muscle contraction, 
diffi- 


cult breathing, cold -perspiration, 
nausea and an extreme rigidity of 
the abdomen.

MORE PENSIONS 


Even while the govern- 


ment is preparing to pay the 
"soldiers' bonus" there is 
talk of service pensions to 
follow. Not officially, and 
not perhaps by responsible 
persons. Yet many govern- 
ment officials and many of 
the veterans' representatives 
apparently take it for grant- 
ed. A drive for 
it 
might 


start in the next Congress. 
Then the effort would be 
pressed year after 
year, 


winning one concession aft- 
er another, perhaps, 
until

000 of them.

WASHINGTON, May 9.- 


The Black lobby committee chal- 
lenged claims

Hearst today that its scrutiny of 
his telegrams constituted an in- 
vasion of freedom of the press. 


Replying to the publisher's ap- 


peal to the United States Court 
of Appeals from the District of 
Columbia Supreme 
Court's 
re- 


fusal to rejoin 
the 
committee, 


Crampton Harris, committee coun- 
sel, said Hearst's reliance on the 
freedom of the press provision in 
the constitution was "new to ouv 
experience." 


"If congress should pass no law 


affecting the business of the press 
in any way whatsoever," the com- 
mittee reply said, "the press be- 
comes ipso facto a. thing above 
and beyond the law. 


"A business subject to no law 


would become as deadly 
as 
a 


runway sun. It -would scorch and 
burn and destroy everything In 
its path. The congress could pass 
no act to define crime committed 
in the business, could impose no 
regulation, levy no proper taxes, 


no 
penalties * for con- 


court, could afford no 
to the executive, 


judiciary, the 
congress, or 


people. The mere statement of 
such a claim is a sufficient repu- 
tation." 


When Hearst lost in the Dis- 


trict Supreme Court, Elisha Han- 
son, his counsel, asked the Ap- 
peals Court for a special appeal 
from the ruling. 


The committee's brief contend- 


ed such action would not be in 
the interests of justice, was re- 
quired by no special emergency, 
and that no 
serious 
injustice

IS MOORED AT NAVAL 
AIR BASrSATURDAY 


THE TRIP FROM FRIEDRICH- 
SHAFEN TO LAKEHURST IN 


LESS THAN 62 HOURS

The giant ship was moored at 
the naval air base here at 5:23 a. 
m. Eastern Standard time—61 hours 
and 53 minutes after it left its 
home port of Frledrichshafen, Ger- 
many. 


Following 
the 
shipping 
lane 
across the North 
Atlantic, 
the 
Hindenburg 
did 
not 
pass over 


American land until It skirted Long 
Island, followed Ambrose channel 
into New York harbor and cruised 
over New York City. 
It was sighted over New York 
at 4 a. m., just as dawn waa light- 
ing the sky. Thousands of early 
risers cheered, and ships tied down 
their whistles. 


After cruising over Manhattan 


for 18 minutes, the 803-foot ship 
circled south directly for Lake- 
hurst. 
The red and black of a large 
Nazi swastika was visible on the 
verticle fin aft. 
A dozen or more airplanes cir- 


cled far above. As .the nose of the 
Zeppelin dipped fSr the ground, 
the moon was still In the sky, and 
a brilliant red. sun was just coming 
up on the eastern horizon. 
At 5:10 a. m,, the Hindenburg 


for the first time touched soil in 
the United States—on the first of 
its ten scheduled round trip com- 
mercial voyages from (Germany 
during the summer. 
Landed by Special Crewg. 
A landing-crew of trained sailors 


from the United States Navy, aid- 
ed by about 50 civilians, brought 
the ship safely to land. The civil- 
ians were pressed into service be- 
cause soldier reinforcements from 
Camp Dix were not on hand when 
the ship arrived. 
The Hindenburg circled over the 
air station -before it lowered to the 
earth, dumped its water ballast, 
and threw out Its ropes. Its speed 
was so greatly reduced that as it 
slowly turned about the field it 
looked as if it were standing still. 
With all Its tow lines handled by 
the swarm of ground men, the Hln- 
denburg's nose was made fast to 
the mobile mooring mast at 5:23 
a. m. 
For a few minutes, there were 
fears of trouble. The comparative- 
ly small group of sailors was alone 
on the lines at first. 
Spectator* Man Ropes 
The Hindenburg, for a time, had 
the better of them and there was 
the danger it would pull away. Of- 
ficers on the field shouted to some 
of the spectators inside the police 
lines and half a hundred or BO 
rushed to the remaining ropes. 
The added weight was sufficient 


to steady the ship and.get'it to the 
mooring mast. 
The ship, carrying 51 passengers 


and a crew of 56, was, ulowly tow- 
ed into the hangar. 
To make room for the Hinden- 
burg, naval officials removed from 
the hangar last night the old naval 
dirigible Los Angeles, which the 
United States gained from Ger- 
many after the world war. 
The landing was more difficult 
than had been expected, although 
with the adequate preparations, it 
was still handled with ease. 
Just 
before 
the 
Hindenburg 


reached the Lakehurst field, the 
wind vered 
from 
northwest to 
southeast, necessitating expert ma- 
neuvering- to bring It in. 
Eckener Waves Greeting 


As soon as the ship was made 
fast to the mooring mast, Dr. Hugo 
Eckener the famous dirigible de- 
signer, leaned -out of the control 
cabin, the 
famous smile 
spread 
over his face and he waved a 
greeting to the throngr of 5,000 
people. 
To Dr. Eckener It was perhaps 
just another crossing of the At- 
lantic.. It was on Oct. 15, 1928,'that 
he first brought across the north 
Atlantic the Graf Zeppelin, which 
for the last few years has been In 
regular, 
commercial 
service 
be- 
tween Germany and Brazil. 
Last 
month 
the 
Hindenburg 


made its first trip over the ocean, 
Flying the commercial route across 
the South Atlantic to Brazil on its 
return from this voyage the Hin- 
denburg, experienced motor trou- 
ble off the Spanish coast but made 
its home port safely. 
On other trips to the United 
States, the German Zeppelins were 
always under the command of Dr. 
Eckener. In view of recent poli- 
tical differences in Germany, how- 
ever, the famous designer has been 
relieved of the command of the 
Hindenburg. 
On its voyage across tha South 


Atlantic and on the maiden trip to 
ihe United States the new -dirigi- 
ble—the largest lighter than air 
craft ever built—was commanded 
by Capt. Ernst A. Lehmann, a Ger- 
man airship veteran. 
Ship 1» Inspected 
As soon as the ship was made 


fast to the movable mooring mast, 
immigration officers—just as if it 
were a big liner at Quarantine in 
New York bay—went aboard and 
made the routine inspection. 


Although the speed of the Hin- 
denburg in last few hours over the 
Atlantic was reduced considerably 
oy adverse 
winds, the 
average 
speed for the trip was 71.3 miles 
per hour. The maximum speed at- 
:ained on the voyage was 93 miles 
per hour. 
Despite the early hour it reach- 


ed the Metropolitan area, thous- 
inds of persons were up to greet 
the Hindenburg. 
It was first sighted coming up 


Ambrose Channel from the light- 
ship. Ships sent forth welcoming 
blasts from their sirens. 
Easily Seen In Haze 
Despite the early morning haze 
with the sun not yet up, the ship's 
huge hulk was easily discernable. 


The din of the welcome awaken- 
ed many residents who hurriedly 
popped" their heads out of apart- 
ment house windows to catch a 
glimpse as it cruised over Battery 
Park, at the lower tip of Manhat- 
tan Island and headed north over 
the city. 
Broadway was the course which 


guided the zeppelin on its first trip 
over Manhattan.

PENSION PAYMENT!; 


TO 65,000 TEXANS 
WILL START JULY I 


AUSTIN, May

Orville S. Carpenter, pen-

monthly maximum would be 
paid to an estimated 65,000 
pensioners on July 1.

Carpenter said payments would 
average $20 a month, and esti-

Tfye amount of payments, under 
the state law, could be graduated 
on the basis of need. Single per- 
sons with an annual income of 
more than $360 and married per- 
sons with more than $720 annu- 
ally would be ineligible. Pay- 
ments could supplement revenue 
of those with lower incomes. 


Property ownership also consti- 
tuted a restriction in the stato 
law. 
The maximum ownership 


vermitted pensioners 
was $5,000 
for single persons and $7,500 for 
married, persons. 


Carpenter said those whose ap- 


plications had not been passed on 
finally July 1 would receive back 
pay .when their checks were start- 
ed.

Winter wheat condition May 1
